Operations and Take 1300 Prisoners-Austrian Dis- 
aster Grows—Whole Divisions Annihilated

Italians Take More Prisoners 


In completing the recapture of

western bank/ of the Piave the Italian, 
added 1600 prisoners to the alreadj 
large numbers taken from the enemy 
While the sudden rise of the river dis 
tressed the Austrians, who had crash 
ed to the western bank, the river fel 
during the enemy retreat, but agali 
has risen, hampering the Italian pur 
suit on the eastern bank: Apparent 
ly the Italians have been content to 
hold to strong 
bridgeheads 
on 
the 


eastern bank rather than to attemp 
to pursue the enemy any distance 
eastward. 


Vienna Claims Italian Losses 150,000 


Vienna officially places the Italian 


losses at 150,000. including 50,000 pris- 
oners. It admits the retirement across 
the Piave from Montello to the Adri- 
atic but intimates that the 
Italians 


did not press the retiring Austrians 
very closely. In their efforts on the 
mountain front, it is added, the Ital- 
ians were repulsed completely. 
Raiding Operations in West 


Raiding operations continue on the 


front 
from ' Switzerland to the 
sea, 


especially between Ypres and Rheims 
where further heavy fighting undoubt- 
edly will take place. 


Admits Germany Cannot Win 


Apparently Germany has given up 


hope of reaching a decision on the 
field of battle, if the speech of Foreign 
Secretary von Kuehlmann is an indi- 
cation. He declared that peace must 
come through negotiations and said 
that 
the 
appearance 
on 
European 


fronts of soldiers from overseas had 
made this necessary. He could give 
no idea of when the war would end. 
His effort was received coldly by the 
reichstag. 


Another Peace "Feeler" 


The official view in Washington was 


that the. speech was a peace move and 
that Germany now invites proposals 
from the entente. It is felt, that the 
move is similar to others which have 
followed German or Austrian failures 
to bring a quick decision in the field. 


Germany still moves forward in her 


conquest of Russia. 
It is reported 


that. 3000 German troops have been 
landed at Poti. a Transcaucasian port 
on the Black sea, which has rail con- 
nections with the important centers of 
Tiflis, Datum and Baku. 
Batum is in 


the hands of the Turks. 


Irkutsk, which makes an advance of 
800 miles from Tomsk, which they en- 
tered some days ago.

Says America's Soldiers Wil 


Prove Their Valor in the 
Present Conflict 


Dr. Lyman P. Powell, formerly pres- 


ident of Hobart college, and who ha; 
Just returned from the war zone, was 
the speaker at the second open forum 
meeting of a series of six held lael 
evening in high school hall. The meet- 
ings are being conducted under the 
auspices of the Now England Congress 
of Forums under the direction of a 
local committee. 


Dr. Powell spoke on his persona] 


impresstdns gained from his recent 
visit and he assured his audience, 
fair-sized one, that there was not 
the least need for doubt or fear that 
America's soldiers would not prove 
their valor In the present conflict just 
as they have in previous wars. 
He 


denounced Prussian militarism and said 
that- there wasn't r.oom for it in a 
Christian world. 


Principal Herbert D. Bixby presided 


and introduced Dr. Powell. The lat- 
ter's address in substance was as fol- 
lows: 


"We are going to beat the enemy in 


the game of rebuilding^after this war- 
I don't know how, but we are going1 
to do it. 
We are going to make it 


impossible for any one like the kais- 
er or members of his Potsdam gang 
to attempt to rule the world. 
Out. 


of the chaos of this war there is go- 
ing to be the finer and bigger things 
of policing the world and preventing 
the recurrence of such a terrible thingr 
as this conflict. 
'• 


"We got many letters 'from the boys 


and those letters all breathe the spir- 
it that 'we are going to lick the Hun.* 
But we shouldn't comfort ourselves 
too much, lest we slacken our efforts. 
The more men we send and the quick- 
er we send them, the quicker this 
.whole war will bo over. 


"You know the immense harm that 


a mischief-maker can do in a city, a 
church, a school or any organization. 
So muoh hurt can result when such a 
person starts that there seems no lim- 
it to the evil accomplished. 
So many 


little boundary and racial questions 
have obtained in Europe for many 
years that the situation there was 
like a barrel of the very highest ex- 
plosives. 
When a man comes along 


and with deliberation touches off that 
barrel of explosives he has got to pay 
the penalty.

DEATH OF KIXC TUBOU 11, LAST 


OF IXDEI'E.VDEXT KI.VCS OP 


PACIFIC 
ISLANDS

LONDO.V, (By mail.)—King George 


Tubou II, of Tonga, whose death is 
announced, was the last of the inde- 
pendent kings of the Pacific islands. 
He succeeded his great-grandfather in 
1S93. At the time he was a college boy 
of 21, at school in New Zealand, fond- 
er of cricket and rowing than of the 
science 
or" government. 
Physically, 


however, ho Tilled the post of king to 
perfection, being over 6 feet in height 
and weighing nearly 275 pounds. 


During his period as king he ob- 


stinately refused to keep within his 
official income of $8000 a year, and he 
always 
succeeded 
in 
inducing 
the 


British treasury officials to 
endorse 


his overdrafts. 
His promises to re- 


pay these advances were heartfelt at 
the time, but never materialized into 
any thing substantial. 


For the first eight years of his reign 


he refused to marry, and he had many 
a quarrel with his chiefs and nobles 
on this subject. 
After throwing over 


the princesses whom they picked for 
him one after another, he made his 
own choice, offending the nobility by 
picking out 
a girl of the common 


people named Lavinia, whose daugh- 
ter now succeeds to the throne. The 
nobility boycotted the king for a long 
time after the marriage. 


In 1800, when the British sent a 


mission 
to Tonga 
to 
negotiate 
a 


treaty which would place the islands 
more securely under the protection of 
the British crown. 
King George ap- 


pointed an easy-going old gentleman 
as his plenipotentiary, but conducted 
all tha negotiations himself. He made 
notes of the proceedings in shorthand, 
and prepared 
draft clauses 
of 
the 


treaty on his own typewriter. He re- 
ceived the British commissioners with 
a guard of honor consisting of his 
entire standing army of twenty men, 
dressed in artillery uniforms. 
They 


fired the proper 
salute 
from field 


guns and then doubled back to the 
palace to parade as infantry, while 
their brass 
band played the 
Tonga 


national anthem. 


On King George's visit to the Brit- 


ish ship which 
housed 
the 
treaty 


commissioners, 
he appeared 
in the 


uniform of a general 'of the Tongan 
army, his breast covered with decora- 
tions. 
He explained these by saying 


that, as no 
foreign sovereign 
had 


seen fit to confer a decoration on him. 
he had instituted one of his own, and 
was wearing 
all the 
grades, 
from 


grand cross to companion. 


There is a. story that the Tongans 


declared their neutrality at the be- 
ginning of the present war, 
but the 


story is untrue. The Tongans are the 
best educated o£ the Polynesian na- 
tives. 
In their native college they 


learn mathematics, history and short- 
hand. 
They are excellent carpenters 


and boat builders, and their remark- 
able fondness for cricket made it nec- 
essary to prohibit the game for 
six 


days a week if 
famine 
was to 
be 


averted, for the plantations were en- 
tirely neglected for the cricket field.

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REPUBLICANS EXCITED 


Some 
republican 
newspapers 
are 


greatly excited over the prospect of 
having Henry Ford elected United 
States senator from Michigan at the 
suggestion of. President Wilson. They 
announce with vociferous acclaim that 
President Wilson in his recent address 
to congress proclaimed -politics ad- 
journed" but here they get out in a 
general howl that the president is play- 
ing politics in asking a republican in 
a republican state to run for the Unit- 
ed States senate. 
That they term par- 


tisanship. For some time past George 
Harvey of the Xorth American Review 
and some publications which the post- 
office would be justified in excluding 
from the mails on the ground of scur- 
rilous criticism of the administration 
has been endeavoring to bring abou 
an agreement between the nationa 
chairman of the democratic and repub- 
lican parties in favor of fusion where 
there appears to be a clear majority 
in favor of a candidate of either party. 


Harvey is a sort of political nonde- 


script bushwhacker, sometimes posing 
as an independent democrat, but quite 
as often a radical republican. 


The national chairman of both politi- 


cal parties made courteous replies 
The republican chairman expressed a 
readiness to meet Mr. McCormick, But 
the latter, probably mindful of Har- 
vey's nasty. criticism of the adminis- 
tration, said he would carefully con- 
sider the matter—merely that and 
nothing more.

And after deal- 
ing with the president, Mr. Harvey 
excoriates Ford as a pacifist, a profit- 
eer, a cheat and a liar. 


Naturally, Henry Ford will ask what 


he has done or how it happens that he 
has so offended while his sole aim is 
to help the nation win the war. 


The whole trouble seems to be, that 


the republicans are afraid that if 
Henry Ford were in the senate, he 
would not respond to the crack of the 
party whip. 


They believe he would stand by the 


president and against' the republican 
leaders whose . object is to discredit 
the president, make the country believe 
he is mismanaging the war and drive 
him from the White House whether 
the war be over or not in 1920. 


Yet these are the men who charge 


the president with playing politics— 
dirty politics, too, while they them- 
selves claim to be nonpartisans work- 
ing for fusion and loyalty in the corn- 
ing elections.

is more striking than the apparent 
matter of fact manner in which con- 
gress votes appropriations calling for 
many billions of dollars, whereas in 
past years if a bill called for a few 
millions it aroused suspicion and there 
were cries of pork barrel 
graft 
and 


other unsavory epithets. 
But today 


congress votes for a measure carrying 
an appropriation of rive, ten or twelve 
billion dollars with as much composure 
as it formerly voted as many millions. 


At present congress has under con- 


sideration a measure carrying five and 
a half billions for a great war pro- 
gram extending to 1021 and the esti- 
mates of which exceed over nine bil- 
lions. The plan calls for a great gun 
factory larger than that of the Krupps, 
artillery resources for three armies of 
1.375,000 each, and for the most scien- 
tific and up-to-date equipment from the 
ordinary ncld guns to the greatest siege 
and coast defense guns. All the minor 
plans have been swept away or merged 
in this gigantic undertaking. At first 
we had no idea that such steps would 
be necessary, but as the war develop- 
ed and as the designs and underground 
schemes of Germany for world domin- 
ion became known, the nation's rulers 
realized as never .before the need of 
once for all taking steps to beat Ger- 
man militarUr.i and beat it so effect- 
ually that it Will never again threaten 
civilization and world freedom. 


To make our ov. n .shores secure they 


must be fortified and daily patrolled 
by aeroplanes. We are no longer an 
isolated nation; 
\ve have found that 


our liberties were threatened, almost 
undermined, by German treachery and 
now we must not only help the Allies 
to win the war. but make this nation 
Hie strongest, the most invulnerable 
nnd the most invincible on earth. 
It 


seems that nothing else will do and 
hence the die is cast, the plan is laid 
to defend this hemisphere so that nev- 
er more will it be. threatened by any 
nation- or combinations. The 
Monroe 


Doctrine, formerly our greatest nation- 
al sccurlljv is now but a. corollary to 
tho execution of 
our new program 


which contemplates the means oC im- 
pregnable national defense.

whole, while in New Bedford it is 27.7 
and in Fall Biver 2S.6. In the two lat- 
ter cities the infant mortality has al- 
ways ''been too high, usually 
higher 


than in Lowell and the highest in the 
state.

source, but that they were going.from 
Irish 'sources to Germany. The "col- 
lapsible boat in which the man, who 
is now a prisoner, landed in Ireland 
from, a submarine.

Mr- Shortt said the government knew 


that in a. certain port of Germany a 
large amount of ammunition was load- 
ed into a, German submarine! and that 
moreover submarines had. been seen 
in localities where the destruction cf 
shipping could not 'have been their 
object.

FOREIGN TRADE IS 


CLIMBING AGAIN 


WASHINGTON. June 26.—American 


foreign trade for 101S reached its high- 
est point in May. according to figures 
announced today by the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce, depart- 
ment of commerce. Exports totaled 
$552.000.000, an increase of S52.000.000 
over April, while imports mounted to 
S323,000.000, an increase of SJ4,000,000 
over the previous month. This is the 
highest monthly total for imports and 
the fourth highest for exports :n the 
history of our foreign trade.

the value of exports reached S5.-H5.100,- 
000r a decrease as compared with the 
$5,717,000.000 recorded for the corre- 
sponding period in 1017. Imports for 
the 11 months ended with May were 
valued at S2.6S6.000.000, an increase of 
S333.000.000 compared with the $2,- 
ii53.000.000 for a similar period in 1017.

was not until the revolution of 191' 
that overthrew 
the czar that we 


gained freedom to join in the fight to 
free Bohemia. 


Fighting In France Now 


Since them the work of organizing 


the Czecho-Slovak 
army 
has 
gone 


rapidly forward. 
Today, part of that 


army is lighting for the allies on the 
western front, while thousands more 
are on their way through Siberia to 
embark tor France as soon as they 
can get ships. 


The Russian people were heart anc 


soul in our cause. They treated us as 
their friends, and gave us all the help 
they could. As an instance, when oui 
train was en route to Archangel, we 
were obliged to stop as a result of a 
car shortage. 
People 
in the 
town 


where we stopped wanted us to stay 
and protect them from their own sol- 
diers. 


But we did not wish to do duty as 


policemen in Russia. We were eager 
to get to the front and fight for the 
independence of small and oppressed 
nations. 


We now 
have 
15.000 
troups 
in 


France 
and 22,000 in Italy. 
Sixty 


thousand morfe are in Russia, on their 
way to France. Recently the Bolshe- 
viks have given 
them some trouble 


because they do not understand 
our 


cause, and fear that the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks will turn against them. 
Once 


the Russians are made to understa.nd 
that our cause 
is their cause, 
they 


will withdraw their opposition. 


We have come to America to re-

More are joining the camp every day. 


When our work of recruiting in Am- 


erica is finished, we, too, will return 
to France. 


Wear French Uniforms 


Our leader 
is General Tchervinka, 


but at the front we serve at present 
under a French general, who knows 
the Czech 
people 
and 
understands 


them. 
We wear the French uniform 


with 
the insignia 
"C.-S." 
(Czecho- 


slovak on the collar. 


We are satisfied to serve 
in the 


great war for freedom in any way we 
can. 
When we are able to return to 


our native land, freed from the Haps- 
burg yoke, our army will form its own 
national organization. 


At present we are 
serving under

Czecho-Slovak National council, 


which appoints 
the officers

army and directs our work. 
Prof. 


Thomas G. Masaryk 
is head of

alone as such. We look upon him as 
president of the republic of Bohemia!

DEAD MAN WALKS 


IN ON HIS WAKERS 


NEW 
YORK, June 
26.—Giovanni 


Criscuolo of 2111 First avenue kissed 
his wife Angelina and his three small 
children an affectionate goodby early 
Saturday morning and left for work. 
Several hours later Mrs. Criscuplo was 
wielding the customary week-end dust 
rag when her brother-in-law, Mateo, 
who keeps a fruit stand at 99th st£e. 
and Third avenue, dashed in to tellT^er 
that Giovanni had been run down and 
killed in front of his fruit stand while 
trying to rescue a stray dog: from the 
path of a speeding automobile. 


There was no doubt that' the dead 


man was Giovanni. Mateo had not seen 
the accident, but he had seen the body 
and the bristling black mustache had 
convinced him that it was that of his 
brother. Without even 
stopping to 


put on her hat, Mrs. Criscuolo dashed 
around to the East 104th street police 
station, 
where 
the body had 
been 


taken. 
She grazed on the somewhat 


mutilated features of the dead man 
and swooned. 


When Mrs. Criscuolo came 
to she 


touched the dead man's rig-lit let; im- 
mediately above his shoe and cried out 
that he had been robbed as well as 
killed. Giovanni, she sobbed, had left 
the house with, ?1SOO concealed in his 
sock. 


To complete the identification Mrs. 


Criscuolo called up Frank Ruggerio, 
an undertaker, at 2135 First avenue, 
who had known her husband intimate- 
ly. Ruggerlo arrived and shook his 
head" in doleful affirmative. 
He was 


then ordered by Mrs. Criscuolo to got 
a- coffin and bring the body to the Cris- 
cuolo flat. 


Buys Her AVidow's Weeds 


Then Mrs. Criscuolo set out on a 


shopping- tour to purchase the neces- 
sary grave clothes- 
She invested $15 


in a black suit and $3 in a pair of 
shoes. She also bought a. complete set 
of widow's weeds for herself and.saw 
to it lhat the three litUe Criscuolos 
were fittingly attired in mourning. Jn 
due time the body was laid out in state 
in the front room of the fiat at 2111 
First avenue and the neighbors were 
called in to view the remains. 


Into the midst of this doleful scene 


stepped 
f he 
real 
Giovanni about 1 


o'clock 
yesterday 
morning. 
Before 


plunging 
into 
the sea of 
tears he 


paused for an instant on the doorsill. 
In the dim light of the candles sur- 


rounding the bier he saw his wife ly- 
ing 
on a 
couch and his 
children 


grouped about her in various attitudes 
of dejection. Over the hem of a 'moist 
handkerchief he described the features 
of his brother Mateo, who was gazing 
down into the coffin and sobbed: 


"Poor Giovanni, and he such a good 


brother." 


Then Giovanni took the plunge. 
He 


waded through the weeping neighbors 
over to the coffin and touched Mateo on 
the shoulder. Mateo looked up into his 
face and fled from the room crying "A 
ghost! A ghost!" Tho neighbors also 
looked upon 
Giovanni's 
countenance 


but once and fought for an exit into 
the narrow hall. 


Giovanni scratched his head in be- 


wilderment and then strode over to the 
couch to demand an explanation from 
his wife. At sight of him Mrs. Cria- 
suolo jumped up 
crying: "Giovanni, 


you dead. You keeled by automobile." 
Family Hard *o Convince 


It was some time before Giovanni 


could persuade his terrified family that 
he had entered by tho front door and 
had not issued from the coffin. 
At 


length, however, he 
prevailed 
over 


their arguments and then the candles 
were blown out, the lights turned on 
and the mourning draperies torn down. 


In 
the 
meantime the 
frightened 


neighbors had dashed out of the house 
in a panic and had spread the news 


that Giovanni had risen from the dead. 
In spite of the hour a crowd gathered 
outside the 
house and grew to such 


alarming proportions that the reserves 
had to be called out from 
the East 


104th street station, to handle it. 


Giovanni appealed to the police offi- 


cer in charge of the reserves to have 
the corpseHaken out of the house. He 
insisted frantically that 
he couldn't 


sleep with it there in the front room, 
but he was told that it would have to 
remain where it was until the coroner 
issued the order for its removal. He 
threatened to throw it out of the win- 
dow, 
but 
was 
forcefully 
dissuaded. 


Then he begged that he be allowed to 
place it in the-hall, and was informed 
(that its presence there would be a vio- 
lation of the sanitary code. 


Much to Giovanni's relief the body 


was removed to the morgue Sunday 
morning. 
• Shortly after Undertaker 


Kuggerio appeared on the scene with 
a bill for $35, He\was met at the door 
by Giovanni, who told him he would 
have to collect the money elsewhere.

HER DURING WAR

PARIS, 
June 
(By Mail).—France 


has "mothered1' more 
than 
2,000,000 


refugees imposed upon her while she 
was engaged in war. with the coun'- 
try unprepared to receive a. helpless 
mass and with but 40,000,000 popula- 
tion, 


These 2.000,000 refugees have been 


handled with system. They hava been 
distributed over France with as much 
foresight, as to their ability to ad- 
just themselves, as possible. 
Each 


department has now within its bor- 
ders from 10,000 to 25,000 refugees. 
When a city is ordered evacuated by 
the military authorities, if possible 
trains are made up for the civil pop- 
ulation. 
Groups are formed and the 


whole organized into 
convoys * and 


their destination determined by the 
character of the refugees and the in- 
dustrial necessities of the section of 
country to which they are sent. 


The whole is performed by the cen- 


tra lixed 
French 
government. 
The 


transfer of refugees from the 
war 


zone to a safe place where they can 
settle is conducted much as is the 
transfer of the army from one section 
to another. It is done with military 
precision so far as the exigencies of 
the situation will allow.

their valor in the present conflict just 
as they have in previous wars.

denounced Prussian militarism and said 
that there wasn't room for it in a 
Christian world. 


Principal Herbert D. Bisby presided 


and introduced Dr. Powell,

ter's address in substance was as fol- 
lows: 


"We are going" to beat the enemy in 


the game of rebuilding after this war. 
I don't know how, but we are going 
to do it. 
We are going to 'make it 


impossible for any one like the kais- 
er or members of his Potsdam gang 
to attempt to rule the world.

Of the chaos of this war there is go- 
ing to bo the ftner and bigger things 
of policing the -world and preventing* 
the recurrence of ouch a terrible thing 
as this conflict. 


"We get many letters from the boys

REPUBLICANS EXCITED 


Some republican newspapers 


greatly excited over 
bavins Henry Ford elected United 
States senator from .Michigan ut the 
suggestion of President Wilson. They 
announce with vociferous acclaim that 
President Wilson in his recent address 
to congress proclaimed "politics ad- 
journed" but here they set out In a 
general howl thai the president is play- 
ing politics in asking a republican in 
a, republican state to run for the Unit- 
ed States senate. That they term par- 
tisanship. For. some time past George 
Harvey of the North American Review 
and some publications which the post 
office would be justiried in e.vcludin 
from the mails on the ground of scur 
rllous criticism of the administratior 
has been endeavoring to bring abou 
an agreement 
between the nationa 


chairman of the democratic and repub 
lican parties in favor of fusion wher 
there appears to bo a clear majority 
in favor of a candidate of either party 


Harvey is a sort, of political nonde 


script bushwhacker, sometimes posing 
as an independent democrat, but quite 
as often a radical republican. 


The national chairman of both politi 


cal parties made courteous replies 
The republican chairman expressed a 
readiness to meet Mr. llcConnick. blii 
the latter, probably mindful of Har- 
vey's nasty criticism of the adminis- 
tration, said he would carefully con- 
sider the matter — merely that and 
nothing more. 


There is plenty of time left in which 


to decide; but Harvey has assumed 
that McCormick will have nothing 
more to say on the subject, and in this 
he may be correct or he may not. 


But in a recent issue of one of his 


publications in addition to dealing with 
this subject in his usual flippant style 
he made a bitter attack on the presi- 
dent for putting into practice the very 
fusion idea he, Harvey, so strongly ad- 
vocated. 


The president is denounced as drop- 


ping the activities of the war to stoop 
to despicable party politics by inviting 
Ford, a republican, to run for senator 
in a republican state. And after deal- 
ing with the president, Mr. Harvey 
excoriates Ford as a pacifist, a profit- 
eer, a cheat and a liar. 


Naturally, Henry Ford will ask what 


he has done or how it happens that he 
has so offended while his sole aim is 
to help the nation win the war. 


The whole trouble seems to be. that 


the republicans are afraid that if 
Henry Ford were in the senate, he 
would not respond to the crack of the 
party whip. 


They believe he would stand by the 


president and against the republican 
leaders whose object is to discredit 
the president, make the country believe 
he is mismanaging the war and drive 
him from the White House whether 
the war be over or not in 1320. 


Yet these are the men who charge 


the president with playing politics — 
dirty politics, too, while they them- 
selves claim to be nonpartisans work- 
ing for fusion and loyalty in 'the com- 
ing elections. O ye hypocrites! 


OUR GIGANTIC WAR PROGRAM 
No feature of our war preparations 


is more striking than the apparent 
matter of fact manner in which con- 
gress votes appropriations calling for 
many billions of dollars, whereas in 
past years i£ a bill called for a few 
millions it aroused suspicion and there 
were cries o! pork barrel graft and 
other unsavory epithets. 
But today 


congress votes for a measure carrying 
an appropriation of five, ten or twelve 
billion dollars with as much composure 
as it formerly voted as many millions. 


At present congress has under con- 


sideration a measure carrying five and 
a half billions for a great war pro- 
gram extending to U2i and the esti- 
mates of which exceed over nine bil- 
lions. The plan calls for a great gun 
factory larger than that of the Krupps, 
artillery resources for three armies of 
1.375,000 each, and for the most scien- 
tific and up-to-date equipment from the 
ordinary field guns to the greatest siege 
and coast defense guns. All the minor 
plans have been swept away or merged 
in this gigantic undertaking. At first 
we had no idea that such steps would 
be necessary, but as the war develop- 
ed and as the designs and underground 
schemes of Gcrmnny for world domin- 
ion became known, the nation's rulers 
realized as never before the need of 
once for all taking steps to beat Ger- 
man militarism and beat it so effect- 
ually that it will never again threaten 
civilization and world freedom. 


To make our own shores secure they 


must ho fortified and daily patrolled 
by aeroplanes. We are no longer an 
isolated nation; we have found that 
our liberties were threatened, almost 
undermined, by German treachery and 
now we must not. only help the Allies 
to win the war, but make this nation 
the strongest, the most invulnerable 
and the most invincible on earth. 
It 


seems that nothing else will do a.nd 
hence the die is cast, the plan is laid 
to defend this hemisphere so that nev- 
er more will it be threatened by any 
nation or combinations. The Monroe 
Doctrine, formerly our greatest nation- 
al security, is now hut a corollary to 
the execution of 
our now program 


which contemplates tho menus of im- 
pregnable national defense.

$500. 


There are not many 
societies 
that 


would be a party to any such same, 
and yet some have been found in other 
cities ready to swindle the public. 
There was a notable instance of this 
in New York from which other cities 
should learn a wholesome lesson. 


HASTE THE KNOCKOUT

trians and hungry Hungarians and any 
other news from the inside of the 
iron ring which seems to indicate to 
you that the war lord's alliance is 
about to break up, take it with a grain 
of salt. 


Doubtless there are disturbances in

effect upon you be what the Kaiser 
hopes for. Remember that he is pray- 
ing for a slowing up of America's war 
preparations, and that may be why he 
is not censoring riot reports. Indeed, 
a large part of the "disturbance" may

CLIMBING AGAIN 


WASHINGTON. June 26.—American 


foreign trade for 191S reached its high- 
est point, in May. according to figures 
announced today by the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce, depart- 
ment of commerce. 
Exports totaled 


So52.000.000, an increase of $52,000,000 
over April, while imports mounted to 
$323,000.000. a.n increase of 344.000.000 
over the previous month. This is the 
highest monthly total for imports and 
the fourth highest for exports in the 
history of our foreign trade. 


For the 11 months ended with May 


the value of exports reached $5,445,000.- 
000, a decrease as compared with the 
$5.717,000,000 recorded for the corre- 
sponding period in IfilT. 
Imports for 


the 11 months ended with May were 
valued at $2.<iS6.00Q.OOO. an .increase of 
£333,000.000 compared with the $2,- 
353.000,000 for a similar period in 1017.

Wilson's four principles of a basis for 
general peace by (.'omit von Hertling, 
ihe imperial German chancellor.

inally thrust, upon us. it was said that 
it was the voice of German militarism, 
to which even, the leading statesmen 
must submit willy-nilly. 


"I went a step farther on Feb. 24. 


and expressly stated 
my 
attitude 


toward the message of President Wil- 
son in which lie discussed his four 
points and gave, in principle, my as- 
sent to them. I said that these four 
points of President Wilson might pos- 
sibly form the basis of a general world 
peace.

ments which have since reached us. 
especially from America. These state- 
ments indeed, made it really clear what

Americans, declaring' they fought like 
demons. 


The Germans were virtually cleared 


out of Belleau wood several days ago. 
but the discovery was made yesterday 
that under cover of darkness, they had 
planted machine guns behind - huge 
boulders, in sunken roadways, in shell 
holes and in trees in a narrow area on 
the edge of ihe wood. It was most 
ditlicult to get at them in these posi- 
tions, and some fierce hand to hand 
lighting: occurred during 
the 
night 


while the clearing process was being 
carried out. 


The Americans are non- in posses- 


sion of virtually all the valuable tacti- 
cal positions in the Belleau wood sec- 
tor. 


I\lost of the prisoners taken belong 


to the 317th German division.

On Sunday the Germans placed the 


crack 201st division opposite a portion 
of the American line. Despite this 
the Americans went through in steam- 
roller fashion. 


The Germans had also attempted on 


Saturday to till the wood with gas, hut 
the determination and heroism of the 
Americans could not be checked by this 
circumstance. 


The American artillery again bril- 


liantly carried out its part by

ing the entire German line into confu- 
sion.

Criscuolo of 2111 First avenue kissed 
his wife Angelina and his three small 
children an affectionate gooclby early 
Saturchiy morning and left for work 
Several hours later Mrs. Criscuolo \vas 
wielding the customary week-end dusl 
rag when her brother-in-law. M'ateo 
who keeps a fruit stand at 99th street 
and Third avenue,- dashed in to tell hei 
that Giovanni had -been run 'down anc 
killed in front of his fruit stand while 
trying to rescue a stray dog: from th 
path of a speeding automobile. 


There was no doubt iliat the dead 


man was Giovanni, ifateo had not seen 
the accident, but he had seen the body 
and the bristling black mustache had 
convinced him that it was that of his 
brother. 
"Without 
even 
stopping 
to 


put on her hat, Mrs. Criscuolo dashed 
around to the East 104th street police 
station, 
where the 
body had 
been 


taken. 
She gazed on the somewhat 


mutilated features of the dead man 
and swooned. 


."When Mrs. Criscuolo came 
to 
she 


touched the dead man's rig-ht leg im- 
mediately above his shoe and cried out 
that he had been robbed as well as 
killed. Giovanni, she sobbed, had left 
the house with ?1SOO concealed in his 
sock. 


To complete the identification Mrs 


Criscuolo called up Frank 
Ruggerio 


an undertaker, at 2i:to First avenue, 
who had known her husband intimate- 
ly. 
Ruggerio arrived and shook his 


head in doleful affirmative. 
He was 


then ordered by Mrs. Criscnolo to ;ret 
a coffin and bring the body to the Cris- 
cuolo lisst. 


Buys Her Widow's Weeds 


Then Mrs. Criscuolo^ set out on a 


shopping- tour to purchase the neces- 
sary grave clothes. 
She invested ?15 


in a black suit and S3 in a 
pair of 


shoes. She also bought a complete set 
of widow's weeds for herself and saw 
to it that the three little Criscnolos 
were fittingly attired in mourning. In 
due time the body "was laid out in stat 
in the front room of the flat a.t 2111 
First avenue and the neighbors were 
called in to view the remains. 


Into the midst of this dnleful scene 


stepped 
the 
real 
Giovanni about 1 


o'clock 
yesterday 
morning. 
Before 


plunging 
into 
the sea of tears 
he 


paused for an instant on the doorsill. 
In the dim light of the candles sur- 
rounding the bier he saw his wife ly- 
ing 
on a 
couch 
and his 
children 


grouped about her in various attitudes 
of dejection. Over the hem of a moist 
handkerchief hq described the features 
of his brother Matco, who was gazing 
down into the coflln and sobbed: 


"Poor Giovanni, and he such a good 


brother."

Then Giovanni took the plunge. He

llarming proportions that the reserves

10Hh street station to handle it. 


Giovanni appealed to the police offi-
